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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claim 1 fails to disclose the difference between 
the "automatic pilot instructions" and the "operating commands"; the "automatic pilot instructions" appears to have similar function as the 
"operating commands" since both the "instruction" and "commands" are used for controlling operation of the aircraft, claim 1 further, does 
not disclose that the flight control computer "computes" the command signals as asserted in page 3, lines 3-5. Claim 1 claims "generate" 
operating commands, "generating" is read as "outputting" or "providing"; since the CSEU 16 of McDowell can pass (or output) the 
command signals, the CSEU 16 obviously generates (or outputs (even though it is simply passes the command signals)) the operating 
command sent from the navigation computer. Concerning the automatic piloting device 13 discussed in page 4, last three paragraphs, the 
navigation device 14 taught by McDowell must receives certain input data to calculate the "instructions", as taugth by Page, some known 
input necessary for the navigatin device to determine the instructions are the inputs to the device 13 as taught by Pages. 
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
